RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In the Office Action mailed in this application on July 8, 2009, claims 22, 23 and 24 are 
subject to a further restriction requirement under 35 U.S.C. §§ 121 and 372. Applicants are 
required to select an agent from among three 'groups' designated by the Examiner, namely: 
group (1) - nucleic acid, vector, host cell and protein; group (2) - antisense nucleic acids; and 
group (3) an antibody. 

In response applicants elect, with traverse , group (1), i.e., nucleic acid, vector, host cell 
and protein. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction requirement as between groups (1) and (2) 
above in that nucleic acids according to group (1) and antisense nucleic acids according to group 
(2) derive from each other and they can both be used in a method according to claim 22 in the 
same way. For example, both types of nucleic acids can be used in a method using a DNA array. 
Furthermore, both of these nucleic acid molecules are parts of the same double-stranded DNA 
molecule as used in, for example, a vector. 

Based on the remarks presented above, therefore, the Examiner is respectfully requested 
to withdraw the restriction between groups 1 and 2.
